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INTRODUCTORY  NOTE 


The  chief  object  of  the  "  International  Genealogical  Directory  "  is  to  bring  into  direct  touch 
with  one  another  the  many  students  of  Genealogy,  Heraldry,  Heredity  and  Topography. 

In  June  1907,  the  FIRST  EDITION  of  this  Directory  was  published.  It  was  only  a  tentative 
work,  intended  to  test  the  scheme  of  genealogical  co-operation.  It  contains  contributions  from 
1,387  students  of  family  history,  of  whom  about  800  will  not  be  found  recorded  in  the  Second 
Edition  or  this  Supplement.  Of  these  800,  the  majority  dropped  out  through  lack  of  interest  or.  of 
the  necessary  time  and  in  some  cases  through  death.  The  First  Edition  should  be  consulted  as  it 
contains  much  information  not  to  be  found  in  the  Second  Edition  (information  which,  for  the  above 
reason,  it  would  not  have  been  right  to  re-print),  but  naturally  correspondents  must  not  expect  the 
same  results  from  their  communications  with  the  800,  to  whom  reference  is  made  above,  as  with 
those  students  whose  names  are  recorded  in  the  Second  Edition  and  this  Supplement.  It  was 
published  at  10/6,  but,  on  the  publication  of  the  Second  Edition,  the  price  was  reduced  to  3/10, 
post  free.  A  few  copies  still  remain  and  are  available  for  contributors  to  the  Second  Edition,  or  its 
Supplements,  at  this  reduced  figure. 

In  March  1909,  the  SECOND  EDITION  was  published.  It  contains  the  names,  addresses  and 
interests  of  1,381  students,  and  should  be  in  the  hands  of  all  who  consult  this  present  Supplement. 
It  is  hoped  to  keep  this  work  up  to  date  with  annual  Supplements  for  the  next  four  or  five  years, 
and  then  to  publish  a  Third  Edition.  In  reply  to  numerous  inquiries,  the  Publisher  (who  is  also 
the  Editor)  begs  to  state  that  there  is  no  intention  of  reducing  the  published  price  (10/9,  post  free) 
of  the  Second  Edition  for  the  next  four  or  five  years  ;  in  fact,  it  is  doubtful  whether  any  copies  of  it 
will  remain  for  sale  by  the  time  the  Third  Edition  is  ready,  as  the  type,  unfortunately,  was  distributed 
before  the  full  number  of  copies  was  printed,  and  it  is  not  feasible  to  re-print  it. 

The  FIRST  SUPPLEMENT  was  published  in  April,  1909.  It  is  an  Index  (compiled  by  Mr.  Sher- 
wood) to  the  Place-names  in  the  Second  Edition,  and  has  proved  itself  already  of  great  value  to  the 
few  genealogists  and  topographers  who  have  availed  themselves  of  its  help. 

The  present  work,  the  SECOND  SUPPLEMENT,  needs  very  little  explanation. 

The  first  part  will  be  found  to  consist  of  numbered  paragraphs. 

Nos.  1  to  1381 — The  names,  addresses  and  chief  interests  of  these  contributors  will  be  found 
in  the  Second  Edition,  described  above. 

Would  contributors  kindly  note  that  all  correspondence  with  fellow-contributors  must  be 
conducted  direct  with  them.  The  Editor  is  not  prepared  to  forward  letters  sent  to 
his  care.  If  any  reader  wishes  to  correspond  with  a  contributor  to  the  Second  Edition  but 
does  not  desire  to  purchase  that  Edition,  he  must  borrow  the  book  from  a  friend  or  consult  it  at  a 
library. 

The  paragraphs  numbered  1  to  1381  contain  only  modifications  in,  and  additions  to,  the 
entries  in  the  Second  Edition. 

The  word  "  Correction,  "  which  will  he  found  repeatedly  in  these  paragraphs,  is  not  by 
any  means  an  indication  that  a  mistake  was  made  in  compiling  the  Second  Edition.  In  the  majority 
of  such  cases  it  heralds  a  modification  in  his  entry  which  the  contributor  has  considered  it  advisable 
to  make.  The  Editor  has  pleasure  in  reporting  that  his  "  gross  carelessness  "  caused  only  five  or 
six  slightly  incorrect  entries  in  the  Second  Edition. 

Paragraphs  numbered  1382  onwards — These  contain  (a)  Contributions  from  students  who 
did  not  avail  themselves  of  the  pages  of  the  Second  Edition,  either  because  they  did  not  know  of 
the  work  or  for  other  reasons,  (b)  Notices  of  Societies,  whose  objects  or  publications  are  of  interest 
to  genealogists,  and  (c)  Reviews  of  those  recent  genealogical  works  which  have  been  sent  to  the 
Editor  for  that  purpose. 

These  are  followed  by  "  CORRESPONDENCE  "  from  contributors  on  subjects  of  general  interest  to 
genealogists.  A  perusal  of  these  letters  is  warmly  recommended  as  they  contain  much  interesting 
matter. 

The  Rev.  J.  L.  E.  Hooppell's  useful  and  carefully  compiled  "  LIST  OF  COUNTY  ASSOCIATIONS"  is 
the  next  item. 
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Following  that  List  will  be  found  the  Official  Report  of  the  CONVENTION  INTERNATIONALE 
D'HERALDIQUE,  with  a  list  of  its  members. 

An  "  INDEX  TO  SPECIAL  LINES  OF  RESEARCH  "  (supplementing  the  similar  Index  on  pages  cxv 
to  cxviii  of  the  Second  Edition),  is  followed  by  an  "  INDEX  OF  SURNAMES  "  contained  in  the  numbered 
paragraphs  of  this  Supplement,  including  those  in  the  Notices  of  Societies  and  in  the  Reviews. 

The  ADVERTISEMENTS  are  worth  perusal.  After  the  Advertisements  will  be  found  four  pages 
of  ruled  writing-paper.  These  should  prove  useful  to  those  who  wish  to  keep  a  record  of  the 
letters  they  send  to,  and  receive  from,  their  fellow-contributors  to  the  Directory.

Following  the  example  of  the  Post  Office   London  Directory,  names  containing  modified  vowels  are 

arranged  as  if  the  vowel  were  not  modified,  e.g.,  "  During"  will  be  found  under  "  Dur- "  and 

not  under  "  Due- "  as  is  usual  in  Continental  works  of  reference. 
Dark-type  entries  refer  to  the  contributors'  own  surnames  ;  ordinary-type  entries  refer  to  the  families 

in  which  the  contributors  are  interested. 

In  the  Text  :— 

The  °  before  a  surname  is  an  indication  that  the  genealogist  has  requested  that  it  should  be  noted 

that  he  possesses  information  which  he  is  willing  to  impart,  but  that  he  does  not  wish  for 

further  data. 
The  f  before  a  surname  is  an  indication  that  the  genealogist  has  requested  that  it  should  be  noted 

that  he  desires  information  about  the  family,  without  being  able  to  impart  much  or  any. 
The  absence  of  both  the  *  and  the  f  indicates  that  the  genealogist  has  made  no  such  request,  and 

that  therefore  he  both  possesses  information  about  the  family  named  and  also  desires  to  add 

to  his  data.

Bow  Brickhill,  Bletchley,  Wavendon,  Ravenstone  and  Emberton,  and  of  the  indicated 
portions  of  the  following: — Whaddon,  1584-1672;  Hambledon,  1566-1600;  Stewkley, 
several  thousand  entries  ;  Stoke  Poges,  a  further  portion  after  1653  :  also  an  Index  to  the 
whole  of  the  Westbury  registers. 

The  following  statistics  of  the  parish  registers  in  Bucks  are  interesting : —  27  begin 
in  1538  (a  few  of  these  having  entries  before  that  date);  89  others  begin  also  before  1600 ; 
23  begin  between  1600  and  1640  ;  42  begin  between  1640  and  1700;  22  begin  between 
1700  and  1800,  and  the  other  registers  in  the  County  begin  after  1800. 

A  great  many  Bucks  people  emigrated  to  America,  and  yet  we  find  only  seven 
American  subscribers  to  this  Society  ;  surely  its  volumes  should  appeal  strongly  to  our 
cousins  in  the  States,  and  the  annual  subscription  of  half-a-guinea  (10/6)  is  absurdly  small. 
u  Friends  "  should  note  that  Bucks  contained  two  most  important  centres  of  Quakerism, 
viz.  Jordans  and  Hogsty-End  (Wavendon),  the  registers  of  places  adjacent  to  these  having 
whole  of  the  scores  of  entries  relating  to  early  Quakers. 

THE  PRESBYTERIAN  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY  OF  IRELAND 

J.  W.  Kernohan,  M.A.,  (No.  246),  one  of  the  Hon.  Sees,  of  this  Society,  sends  its  Annual 
Reports  for  1907  and  1908.  Each  of  these  is  an  illustrated  pamphlet  of  twenty  pages 

1466  containing  reports  of  the  First  and  Second  Meetings,  respectively,  of  the  Society,  followed 
by  interesting  notes  on,  and  extracts  from,  various  MSS.  bearing  on  the  history  of  Irish 
Presbyterianism.  The  Society  has  furnished  a  room  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  House, 
Belfast,  with  suitable  fittings  for  the  accommodation  and  preservation  of  MSS.,  Books, 
Pamphlets,  Tokens,  etc.,  entrusted  to  its  care,  and  has  secured  already  an  excellent 
nucleus  for  what  undoubtedly  should  become  a  most  useful  collection  for  genealogists  in 
Ireland.  The  following  extract  from  the  1908  Report  of  the  Society  (p.  19)  will  illustrate 
the  genealogical  value  of  its  work : — 

An  interesting  account  is  given  of  the  old  congregational  records  of  Carnmoney  by  the 
Secretary  of  Carnmoney  Congregation,  in  which  he  states  that  "  one  of  the  elders  at  present  in  the 
congregation  is  descended  from  a  man  who  brought  his  certificate  of  church  membership  from 
Whithorn  in  Scotland,"  in  1717.  Another  interesting  example  may  be  mentioned.  An  American 
named  CREIGH,  whose  grandfather  emigrated  about  1774,  wrote  for  information,  when  it  was 
discovered  that  John  Creigh  brought  a  testimonial  from  LIVINGSTON  of  Templepatrick  in  1710; 
after  which  five  of  his  children  were  baptized  in  Carnmoney,  and  he  himself  was  ordained  a  ruling 
elder  in  1718.  His  son  Thomas,  it  was  recorded,  was  married  in  1740,  and  his  eldest  son  John, 
who  was  born,  according  to  the  record,  in  1741,  was  the  original  emigrant  in  1774,  the  time  of  the 
Hearts  of  Steel  agitation.

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THE  SCOTTISH   RECORD  SOCIETY 

Henry  Tod,  W.S.,  (No.  660),  sends  various  papers  relating  to  this  Society,  of  which  he  is 
the  Hon.  Sec.  From  these  we  see  that  the  Society  was  formed  about  ten  years  ago  with 

1  A.fV7  ^e  °bject  °f  preparing  and  printing  indexes  and  abstracts  of  Scottish  Records.  The 
membership  is  limited  to  ISO  (why?),  exclusive  of  Public  Institutions  and  Libraries.  The 
annual  subscription  is  one  guinea.  The  Society  has  done  excellent  work  in  printing 
indexes  to  the  16th,  17th  and  18th  Century  Registers  of  Testaments  of  about  twenty  of 
the  Commissariots.  It  has  issued  also  indexes  to  the  burials  in  the  registers  of  Holyrood 
(1706-1900),  of  Greyfriars  (1656-1700),  and  in  the  Churchyard  of  Restalrig  (1728-1854), 
to  the  Edinburgh  Marriage  Register  (1595-1700  complete,  also  "  ABERCROMBIE  "  to 
u  GRANT"  for  1701-1750),  and  to  the  Edinburgh  Apprentice  Register  (1583-1666).  One 
of  its  recent  publications  is  u  An  Index  to  the  Genealogies,  Birth  Briefs  and  Funeral 
Entries  preserved  in  the  Lyon  Office."  As  stated  in  the  prospectus  of  the  Society,  "  the 
Indexes  or  Calendars  will  always  be  valuable  as  works  of  reference  to  those  engaged  in 
genealogical  or  historical  researches,  and  must  prove  of  great  service  and  save  much  time 
to  all  consulting  the  Records." 

THE  ESSEX  INSTITUTE,  SALEM,  MASS. 

George  Francis  Dow,  sends  particulars  of  the  genealogical  publications  of  this  Institute,  of 
which  he  is  Secretary.  From  these  we  see  that  it  issues,  at  an  annual  subscription  of  $2, 

14.RJ?  an  ilmstrated  quarterly  magazine  called  uThe  Historical  Collections  of  the  Essex 
Institute,"  of  which  publication  over  forty  volumes  have  appeared.  From  the  table  of 
contents  of  four  recent  issues  of  this  magazine  we  gather  that  it  is  full  of  useful  genea- 
logical data.  Many  of  the  articles  (genealogical  and  otherwise)  have  been  reprinted  in 
pamphlet  or  book  form,  but  the  Secretary  informs  us  that  nearly  half  of  them  are  now 
out  of  print.  In  1894,  the  Institute  issued  a  pamphlet  entitled  "A  Partial  Catalogue"  of 
its  publications,  and  those  who  are  interested  in  the  genealogy  of  Massachusetts  would 
do  well  to  obtain  a  copy  of  this. 

The  Institute  is  doing  also  invaluable  work  in  compiling  and  publishing  the  "Vital 
Records"  of  the  Cities  and  Towns  in  Essex  County,  Mass.,  for  the  period  ending

THE    EUGENICS    EDUCATION    SOCIETY 

Mrs.  Gotto,  6,  York  Buildings,  Adelphi,  London,  W.C.,  sends  particulars  of  this  Society,  of 
which  she  is  Hon.  Secretary.  Its  objects  are  : — "  (1)  Persistently  to  set  forth  the  National 
Importance  of  Eugenics  in  order  to  modify  public  opinion,  and  create  a  sense  of 
responsibility  in  the  respect  of  bringing  all  matters  pertaining  to  human  parenthood  under 
the  domination  of  Eugenic  ideals  ;  (2)  To  spread  a  knowledge  of  the  Laws  of  heredity 
so  far  as  they  are  surely  known,  and  so  far  as  that  knowledge  might  affect  the  improve- 
ment of  the  race  ;  (3)  To  further  Eugenic  Teaching,  at  home,  in  the  Schools,  and 
elsewhere.  " 

The  subscription  is  one  guinea  per  annum  for  Membership  or  live  shillings  per 
annum  for  Associate  Membership  ;  the  privileges  being  : — Attendance  at  Lectures, 
Discussions  and  General  Meetings,  also  use  of  Library.  The  "  Eugenics  Review  "  is  sent 
free  to  members. 

The  man  without  education  is  a  man  without  ideals  ;  he  lives  solely  in  the  present  ; 
for  him  the  past  has  neither  attraction  nor  instruction  ;  the  future  of  his  race  is  a  subject 
to  which  he  gives  no  thought.  Teach  him  to  live  less  for  his  miserable  self  and  he  soon 
begins  to  take  an  interest  in  the  origin  and  destination  of  his  race.  A  religion  which  seeks 
to  save  one's  own  soul  alive  must  soon  develop  into  a  creed  which  expresses  the  impor- 
tance, of  saving  the  bodies  and  souls  of  unborn  generations,  else  it  remains  but  a  selfish 
endeavour. 

What  has  all  this  to  do  with  the  study  of  genealogy  ?  A  moment's  reflection  will 
answer  this  question.  The  genealogist  delights  in  collecting  and  arranging  the  records 
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of  the  past.  He  may  be  engaged  in  this  work,  hoping  to  prove  himself  heir  to  unclaimed 
property.  If  so,  he  may  be  described  fitly  as  the  lowest  type  of  genealogist.  Many 
another  reason  may  have  influenced  his  choice  of  this  study.  With  some  it  is  u  in  the 
blood.  "  Has  not  one  writer  stated  that  probably  all  genealogists  come  from  the  same 
stock?  Others  find  a  fascination  in  tracing  a  pedigree  similar  to  that  obtained  through 
fitting  together  the  pieces  of  a  Chinese  puzzle  or  through  following  the  exploits  of  a 
Sherlock  Holmes.  With  some  it  is  a  means  of  earning  their  livelihood.  It  is,  however, 
in  the  work  of  the  highest  type  of  genealogist  that  we  see  the  close  connection  between 
Genealogy  and  Eugenics.  The  Family  Historian  who  endeavours  in  and  from  his 
researches  to  discover  the  "  reason  why ",  carefully  watching  always  for  results  of 
heredity,  is  more  often  than  not  already  half  a  Eugenist,  without  knowing  it.  Such 
a  student  has  acquired  the  knowledge  which  will  prevent  him  from  approving  of 
the  marriage  of  his  son  with  the  sister  of  a  haemophilia  ("  bleeder  "),  and  which  will 
cause  him  unconsciously  to  educate  his  children  to  regard  marriage  and  the  procreation 
of  offspring  from  the  standpoint  of  Eugenics. 

The  Eugenist  is  engaged  in  an  organised  attempt  to  apply  for  the  benefit  of  the  future 
our  knowledge  of  the  laws  of  heredity  obtained  through  study  of  the  past  and  present. 
He  goes  to  many  sources  for  his  information.  Historians,  Biographers,  Doctors, 
Embryologists,  Clergymen,  Magistrates,  Relieving  Officers,  Cattle  Breeders  and  a  host  of 
others  are  placing  their  experience  at  his  disposal,  but  few  can  help  him  as  much 
as  Genealogists,  especially  those  family  historians  who  have  realized  that  a  pedigree  which 
is  not  being  investigated  in  all  its  branches,  both  male  and  female,  is  a  tree  unlikely  to  bear 
much  fruit.  The  Genealogist,  who  has  traced  his  father's  fam  ly  and  ignored  the  history 
of  every  family  which  intermarried  with  it,  can  know  practically  nothing  of  the  influence 
which  heredity  has  had  in  shaping  the  lives  of  his  living  relatives  and  himself.  It  is  not 
to  such  that  Dr  Slaughter  appeals  for  data  in  his  letter,  which  will  be  found  on  another 
page  of  this  Supplement. 

For  the  "  thorough  "  genealogists  we  have  taken  already  the  liberty  of  answering. 
Dr  Slaughter,  before  writing  his  letter,  asked  whether  it  was  likely  that  Genealogists 
would  help  him  with  suitable  extracts  from  their  notes.  He  received  the  reply  that  no 
Genealogist  worthy  of  the  name  and  possessing  the  required  information  would  fail 
to  respond  to  such  a  call  in  such  a  cause.

Norman  Penney,  (No.  731),  sends  particulars  of  this  Society.  He  is  one  of  the  Editors  of  its 
Journal,  an  issue  of  which  will  be  found  reviewed  under  No.  1485. 

1 472  Tins  Society  was  established  in  1903  with  the  following  objects  : — (1)     To  encourage 

the  Study  of  Friends'  history.  (2)     To  publish  historical  data  relating  to  Friends. 

It  issues  not  only  the  quarterly  Journal  but  also  occasional  Supplements  to  it.  A  set 
of  five,  entitled  "  The  First  Publishers  of  Truth  "  consisting  of  early,  hitherto  imprinted, 
records  of  the  introduction  of  Quakerism  into  England  and  Wales.  These  form  a  hand- 
some volume  of  400  pp.,  with  illustrations,  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Society  for 
15/- net,  ($  4.20).  Supplement  6,  dealing  with  ''John  Ap  JOHN,  and  Early  Records  of 
Friends  in  Wales.  "  in  a  pamphlet  of  40  pp.,  with  illustrations,  may  be  obtained  for 
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1/6  net,  (40  cts.).  Supplement  7,  "  Thomas  POLE,  M.D.,"  by  Edmund  Tolson  Wedmore, 
contains  52  pp.  of  printed  matter,  a  portrait  of  the  Doctor,  and  48  of  his  drawings  of 
Friends'  Meeting  Houses,  Residences,  Silhouettes,  etc.;  price  4/6,  ($  1.15).  Supplements, 
"  Extracts  from  State  Papers,  "  being  transcripts  of  documents  relating  to  Friends  in  the 
Public  Record  Office,  1654-58  ;  price  3/-,  (75  cts.) 

THE  SHROPSHIRE  PARISH  REGISTER  SOCIETY 
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The  Rev.  W.G.D.  Fletcher,  (No.  211),  sends  particulars  of  this  Society,  of  which  he  is  the  Hon. 
Secretary.  From  these  we  see  the  excellent  work  it  has  done  during  the  twelve  years  of 
its  existence,  having  given  its  subscribers  nearly  100  printed  registers,  complete  up  till  the 
year  1812.  During  1908,  for  instance,  in  return  for  their  guinea  subscription,  the  members 
each  received  1090  pages  of  print.  With  a  membership  roll  of  about  150  names,  such 
a  result  is  possible  only  through  heavy  donations,  and  the  Society  has  not  lacked  these. 
There  are  two  criticisms  which  we  must  make,  the  first  is  that  the  prospectus  of  the 
Society  does  not  give  the  dates  when  the  various  enumerated  registers  commence,  the 
second  is  the  method  employed  by  the  Society  in  printing  its  registers.  Undoubtedly, 
it  must  have  some  good  reason  for  issuing  its  publications  in  "  parts  "  and  having  several 
unfinished  volumes  u  in  progress,  "  but  this  system  makes  it  most  difficult  to  discover 
quickly  whether  any  given  parish  is  one  of  those  which  the  Society  has  done,  is  doing,  or 
has  not  been  able  to  tackle  yet.  After  much  collating  of  the  various  pamphlets  received, 
we  have  compiled  the  following  alphabetical  list  of  parishes,  which  should  prove  useful 
to  those  interested  in  Shropshire  genealogy.  Mr.  Fletcher  has  obligingly  corrected  the 
list,  so  that  it  may  be  regarded  as  being  issued  authoritatively  : —

THE  PARISH   REGISTER  SOCIETY  OF  DUBLIN 

Herbert  "Wood,  M.R.I. A.,  6,  Clarinda  Park  East,  Kingstown,  Co.  Dublin,  sends  particulars  of  this 
Society,  of  which  he  is  Hon.  Secretary. 

In  Ireland,  by  an  Act  of  1875,  the  Parish  Registers  of  the  late  Established  Church 
were  placed  under  the  control  of  the  Master  of  the  Rolls.  But  the  preservation  of  certain 
interests  by  the  Act,  and  the  introduction  of  further  conditions  by  an  Act  of  the  following 
year,  prevented  to  a  large  extent  the  fulfilment  of  the  intended  concentration  of  the 
Parish  Registers  of  the  former  Established  Church  in  the  Public  Record  Office  of 
Ireland.  The  purpose  of  the  present  Society,  approved  by  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  in 
Ireland,  is  to  supply  the  genealogist  and  local  and  family  historian  with  printed  copies 
of  the  more  important  and  older  surviving  Registers,  beginning  with  those  of  Dublin, 
more  especially  those  not  deposited  in  the  Record  Office. 

The  Registers  of  the  City  of  Dublin,  besides  containing  the  descent  of  the  many  old 
city  families,  are  of  great  importance  to  all  investigating  the  history  of  scattered  branches 
of  English  families,  and  the  origins  of  American  and  Colonial  settlers.  During  the 
unsettled  times  of  the  17th  century  numerous  cadets  of  old  English  houses  came  to  Ireland 
and  many  of  these  resided,  at  least  temporarily,  in  Dublin.  Members'  Subscription  is 
One  Guinea  yearly.

Eugene  F.  McPike,  (No.  539),  sends  "  Extracts  from  British  Archives  on  the  Families  of 
HALLEY,  HAWLEY,  PYKE,  etc.,  (Second  Series);"  New  York,  1909;  31  pp.,  7^x9|.  This 

1  4.7R  pamphlet  comprises  lists  and  abstracts  of  wills,  extracts  from  parish  registers,  registries 
of  deeds,  etc.,  relating  to  the  above-named  families  and  to  those  of  PIKE,  McPiKE  and 
PARRY.  Its  chief  item  is  an  eight-page  list  of  PIKE  wills  and  administrations  (1675-1784) 
at  Somerset  House.  There  is  no  index,  which  is  regrettable  in  view  of  the  occasional 
but  interesting  references  to  other  families,  e.g.  WARD,  CAWTHORNE,  GUEST  and 

DUMONT. 

W.  B.  Gerish,  (No.  58),  sends  "  A  Handlist  to  the  Surnames  represented  by  Inscriptions  in  the 
Hundred  of  Odsey,  Co.  Hereford,  recorded  in  1908."  Price  I/—;  16  pp.,  7^x9^; 

1  M  r-f-  This  contains  about  800  surnames.  To  these  names  letters  are  affixed  indicating  the 
parishes  in  which  they  have  been  found.  In  addition  to  Churches,  Churchyards  and 
Cemeteries,  all  the  inscriptions  in  Nonconformist  Places  of  Worship  and  Burial  Grounds 
have  been  recorded.  The  parishes  in  the  Hundred  of  Odsey  are:  —  Ardeley,  Ashwell, 
Bygrave,  Caldecote,  Clothall,  Cottered,  Hinxworth,  Kelshall,  Newnham,  Norton,  Radwell, 
Reed,  Royston,  Rushden,  Sandon,  Therfield,  Wallington.  We  take  this  opportunity  of 
expressing  the  hope  that  Mr  Gerish's  health  may  soon  permit  him  to  join  again  the  ranks 
of  active  workers  in  this  extremely  useful  field  of  labour. 

John  Parkinson,  (No"1389),  sends  a  22  page  pamphlet  (5^  x  8|),  entitled  "Outward  Bound," 
printed  1909  by  the  British  Burma  Press  of  Rangoon.  Pages  18  to  22,  inclusive,  contain 

1478  an  Appendix:  —  "  The  Parkinson  Family  of  Ballygally."  This  gives  the  descent  of  the 
Author  from  Edward  PARKINSON  who  ind.  Jane  WEST,  (?  of  Quoile  Castle),  1718,  at 
Downpatrick.  Intermarriages  in  the  direct  line  :  —  JENNINGS,  who  ind.  the  grandson  of 
the  above  pair  —  READ,  of  Killesneley,  (?  abt  1810)  —  THOMPSON,  (?  abt.  1839)  —  CLOCKIE, 
of  Kilwinning,  1874.  The  Parkinsons  are  said  to  be  descendants  of  the  clan  of 
FETHERSTONEHAUGH.  The  Author  is  collecting  records  of  all  branches  of  the  Parkinson 
family.  Our  only  criticism  on  the  present  printed  account  of  the  family  is  that  the  author 
is  too  sparing  with  his  dates.  For  instance,  in  the  fourth  generation,  he  enumerates  eight 
children,  but  we  are  left  to  imagine  when  and  where  their  births,  marriages  and  deaths 
are  recorded. 

Henry  Hutchings  French,  (No.  107),  sends  Pedigree  (28  x  45)  showing  his  descent  from 
Thomas  FRENCH,  yeoman,  of  Martins  in  Steeple  Bumpstead,  Essex,  of  Messengers  in

Noel  B.  Livingston,  (No.  624),  sends  "  Sketch  Pedigrees  of  Some  of  the  Early  Settlers  in  Jamaica; " 
(PriceS/ — ;  144  pp.,  5^  x  8J).  In  an  "Introductory  Note,"  the  Author  gives  a  most 

14-81  useful  list  of  the  22  parishes  in  Jamaica  with  the  dates  when  their  registers  commence. 
The  entries  in  five  of  them  date  back  to  the  second  half  of  the  XVII.  Century.  Part  I., 
"Sketch  Pedigrees,"  fills  half  the  book;  in  it  about  70  short  pedigrees  are  given.  The 
backbone  of  the  information  they  contain  is  obtained  from  the  records  of  the  Court  of 
Chancery  in  Jamaica,  but  other  local  records  have  been  consulted.  Parts  II.  to  IX.  con- 
tain interesting  matter  relative  to  the  general  history  of  the  Island,  including  a  List  of  its 
Inhabitants  in  1670.  The  book  is  a  most  useful  contribution  to  the  subject,  and  no 
genealogist  interested  in  families  settled  in  Jamaica  would  regret  securing  a  copy. 

A.  Stapleton,  (No  1039), — better  known  as  u  The  Churchyard  Scribe  " —  sends   "  New  Notes 

1482  about  Robert  DODSLEY  and  the  Dodsley  Family,"  1909 ;  32  pp.,  5  x  1\.  It  is  divided 
into  five  chapters  including  (3)  Dodsley  Records,  (4)  The  Dodsleys  of  Nottingham,  and 

(5)  The  Dodsleys  of  Mansfield. 

Douglas  Merritt,  (No  1000),  sends  a  four-page  leaflet  ( 6  x  9^)  showing  his  descent  in  seven 
generations  from  Thomas  MERRITT  of  Rye,  N.  Y.  Intermarriages  in  the  direct  line  : — 

14.8<3  FRANCIS,  of  Wethersfield,  Conn.,  before  1688 — HOPKINS,  (?  abt.  1737)— WING,  at  Quaker 
Hill,  N.  Y.,  1760— SCOTT,  at  Kingsbury,  Washington  Co.,  1800— DOUGLAS,  at  Troy,  1845 
— CLEVELAND,  at  Buffalo,  1876.  Another  similar  leaflet  from  Mr.  Merritt's  pen  gives  in 
greater  detail  the  first  three  generations  of  the  descendants  of  the  same  Thomas  Merritt  ; 
a  third  records  other  early  American  Merritts,  whilst  a  fourth  enumerates  under  counties 
various  "  Early  Records  of  English  Merritts."  On  each  of  these  leaflets  we  find  in  a 
prominent  position  the  words  "  Further  information  desired  " — evidently  Mr.  Merritt's 
motto,  and  a  very  good  one  too  for  such  an  ardent  student  of  his  origin. 

Vilhelm  Igungfors,  (No.  157),  sends  the  first  part  of  u  Svenska  Slakter,"  published  at  Lund, 
Sweden,  in  1908  ;  64  pages,  6|  x  10.  It  contains  a  long  article  on  the  BILLING  family, 

1484  anc*  sh°rter  accounts  of  the  families  of  ATTERBOM — EBERSTEIN — CR^LIUS — ENGELKE — 
KALLENBERG.  The  material  is  arranged  so  clearly  that  we  find  we  can  follow  it  quite 
easily,  though  without  any  knowledge  of  the  Swedish  language. 

Norman  Penney,  (No.  731),  as  Editor  of  "  The  Journal  of  the  Friends'  Historical  Society,"  sends 
the  four  quarterly  parts  for  1909;  196  pp.,  6x9;  5/ —  per  annum.  This  Journal  is  full 

148^  °^  interesting  genealogical  notes  about  Quaker  families  and  individuals.  George  Vaux 
contributes  to  it  a  "  Pedigree  showing  ten  Persons  named  George  VAUX,  in  ten  successive 
Generations;"  an  article  on  "The  Descendants  of  Mary  FISHER,"  who  d.  1698,  (with  a 
chart-pedigree  showing  intermarriages  with  BAYLY — CROSS — BASDEN — NARY — RAWLINS — 
WIGINTON — DOUGLAS — COLLINS — JOHNSON —  McCALL —  GUY —  H  EPWORTH —  BLAMYER— 
HUME — HEXT),  and  an  account  of  "  Incidents  at  the  Time  of  the  American  Revolution." 
Joseph  J.  Green,  (No.106),  writes  on  "Captain  Thomas  TAYLOR,  of  Brighouse,"  who 
d.  1684,  and  gives  also  interesting  "  Extracts  from  the  Presidential  Address  at  the 
Annual  Meeting."  It  is  impossible  to  do  justice  in  a  review  to  a  magazine  containing 
so  much  that  is  of  interest  to  genealogists,  and  the  contents  of  which  range  from  the 
invention  of  bathing-machines  by  a  Quaker  named  BEALE  about  1750  to  "  Royal  Procla- 
mations and  William  PENN."  It  has  an  excellent  index  and  is  admirably  edited. 

George  Sherwood,  (No.  28),  sends  the  first  eleven  quarterly  numbers  of  u  The  Pedigree 
Register;"  each  number  formerly  24  pp.  now  32pp.,  7fxll£;  2/7^,  post  free,  per 

1486  quarter.  This  wrell-known  magazine  made  its  first  appearance  in  June  1907  and  secured 
immediately  the  support  of  the  majority  of  earnest  British  genealogists.  It  is,  in  a  sense, 
the  first-born  of  the  children  of  the  "  I.  G.  Directory,"  for  Mr.  Sherwood  told  us  that  the 
publication  of  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  the  leading  genealogists  enabled  him  to  bring 
to  their  notice  his  scheme  for  recording  in  print  systematically  every  quarter  a  certain 
number  of  short  authentic  pedigrees.  However,  though  the  "  I.  G.  Directory  "  appears 
to  have  proved  a  good  mother  to  the  "  Pedigree  Register,"  we  all  must  agree  that  the 
child  would  have  fared  badly  had  it  not  been  in  the  excellent  paternal  care  of  Mr.  Sher- 
wood. We  have  in  him  an  Editor  who  realises  to  the  full  the  true  spirit  of  modern 
genealogy,  allowing  both  Pauper  and  Prince  free  access  to  his  pages,  stipulating  only 
for  truth  from  his  contributors.  We  find  in  this  magazine  no  u  Descent  from  Odin  " 
or  other  similar  abomination,  and  the  list  of  his  contributors  is  in  itself,  to  those  who 
know  their  thorough  method  of  work,  a  testimony  that  family  history  is  freeing  itself 
from  that  vain  pretence  which  for  so  long  exposed  its  students  to  derision.  It  is  a  hard 
and  useless  task  for  a  reviewer  to  describe  a  work  that  is  known  already  to  nearly  all 
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his  readers ;  we  therefore  do  not  propose  to  attempt  it ;  but  a  tabulated  list  of  the  chief

There  are  also  Notes,  Queries,  Replies  and  Reviews. 

In  connection  with  the  "Register"  Mr.  SHERWOOD  has  devised  a  practical  method  of 
arranging  genealogical  material  in  the  shape  of  ancient  deeds,  marriage  licences,  manor 
court  rolls,  abstracts  of  title,  leases,  and  the  like  ;  and  of  notes,  copies  and  extracts  from 
documents  amongst  the  public  records,  such  as  wills,  especially  wills,  and  lawsuits,  so 
prolific  of  family  history  and  yet  so  troublesome  to  unearth.  To  this  excellent  collection 
additions  are  rapidly  accruing  by  gift  and  otherwise ;  like  attracts  like. 
One  section  of  u  The  Pedigree  Register  "  Collection  is  arranged  simply  under  the  different 
parishes  to  which  the  documents  relate ;  another  under  the  surnames  of  the  people 
mentioned  in  them.  Thus,  provided  on  the  one  hand  with  the  NAME  of  the  family  which 
he  is  pursuing,  and  on  the  other  with  its  PLACE  of  residence,  or  some  idea  of  the  locality, 
a  subscriber  to  the  "  Register  "  may  possess  a  double  chance  of  adding  to  his  knowledge 
if,  with  half  an  hour  to  spare,  he  will  call  at  the  office.  A  scheme  of  sending  documents 
on  loan  had  to  be  abandoned  on  account  of  the  burden  of  correspondence  it  entailed. 
We  personally  think  very  highly  of  this  collection,  as  it  is  capable  of  indefinite  expansion, 
and  provides  in  itself  delightful  possibilities  to  the  explorer. 


Captain  John  Carlisle  D.  Spedding,  (No,  967),  sends  "  The  Speclding  Family  ; "  printed,  Dublin 
1909,  for  private  circulation  ;  128  pp.,  6^  x  10|.  The  author  disarms  criticism  by 
describing  his  researches  as  limited  both  by  time  and  means  and  by  stating  that  his 
efforts  have  fallen  far  short  of  his  original  idea.  He  should  not  have  said  anything  about 
this  ;  we  would  not  have  known  it  from  the  book,  which  would  be  a  credit  to  any 
genealogist,  who  has  confined  his  attentions  to  the  modern  branches  of  his  family.  For 
in  Capt.  Spedding's  book  we  find  little  or  nothing  about  any  Spedding  before  1600,  but 
everything  that  he  can  tell  us  about  various  branches  of  the  family  in  the  XVII.,  XVIII. 
and  XIX.  centuries.  The  whole  of  Part  I.  (seven  chapters)  is  given  up  to  "  an  essentially 
modern  account  of  the  family, "  whilst  Part  II  includes  five  chapters  devoted  to  the 
history  of  the  CARLISLE,  BENN,  BROWNRIGG,  DEEY  and  FROUDE  families,  a  sixth  chapter 
containing  references  to  various  families  (BARTON,  CARLYON,  BALLANTINE-DYKES,  ELD, 
Earls  of  GALLOWAY,  HEADLAM,  PETERS,  QUAYLE,  SMITH-REWSE,  VANSITTART,  WAKE, 
WHITEWAY,  WILSON  and  WRIXON-BECHER),  a  seventh  chapter  describes  the  "  Family 
Seats,  "  an  eighth  is  devoted  to  Family  Memorials,  and  the  work  concludes  with  a  Table 
showing  Royal  Descents  from  Edward  I.  through  Joan  of  Acre  and  Thomas  of  Brother- 
ton.  There  is  an  excellent  Index  of  Surnames  but  no  index  of  places,  which  is  a  pity. 
The  book  is  well  illustrated  with  coats-of-arms,  family  portraits,  autographs,  etc.,  and 
chart  pedigrees  abound  in  it. 

Karl  Kiefer7 ~(No~.  85), "the"  Publisher  of  "  Frankfurter  Blatter  fiir  Familien-Geshichte,  "  a  monthly 
genealogical  magazine,  sends  the  part  for  November,  1909.  It  contains  16  pp.,  9^>  x  12f, 

1488  a  very  convenient  size  for  printing  pedigrees.  For  instance,  on  pp.  168  and  169,  there  is  a 
pedigree  of  VON  CAREEN  stretching  across  both  pages  and  giving  ample  room  for  the 
28  children  of  one  generation  without  need  of  u  drop-lines.  "  The  magazine  is  illustrated 
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and  full  of  interesting  matter  for  students  of  German  genealogy.  On  p.  163,  we  find  the 
"  Ascending  Pedigree "  of  SCHILLER.  In  the  fifth  generation  backwards  only  two  are 
missing  out  of  the  sixteen.  Students  of  heredity  should  study  this  with  care.  Among 
notes  of  many  other  German  families — too  many  to  enumerate  here — especial  attention  is 
given  in  this  number  to  that  of  HERF.  The  annual  subscription  to  the  "Blatter" 
is  only  12  Marks,  and  we  must  add  that  the  Publisher  gives  excellent  value  in  exchange 

for  it. 

Sir  William  Bull,  M.P.,  (1042)  sends  "Paper  No  2,  July  1909"  of  the  Society  of  Knights 
Bachelor,  of  which  he  is  the  Registrar.  We  find  in  it  a  most  interesting  essay  "  Concerning 

1 4RQ  *ke  Knight  Bachelor  "  from  the  pen  of  this  well-known  Contributor  to  the  Directory.  From 
this  essay  we  learn  that  Knighthood  is  the  oldest  rank  and  dignity  (Sovereignty  alone 
excepted)  known  to  Christian  civilisation,  existing  indeed  already  in  the  days  of 
Charlemagne.  Derivations  of  the  words  u  Knight "  and  "  Bachelor  "  are  followed  by 
interesting  paragraphs  under  the  headings  of  Dubbing, — Military  Service, — The  first 
civilian  who  was  knighted, — Once,  always  a  Knight, — Universality, — The  ceremony — The 
Order  of  the  Bath— Burke,  1842— The  proposed  badge— The  Tudor  Rose— Charles  I, 
1627 — No  official  record — Lists  of  Knights — Le  Neve's  List — Townsend,  1828 — Living 
Knights — British  Orders  of  Knighthood — Dr  Shaw's  discoveries — Suggestion  for  a 
complete  register — The  u  Knights  of  England.  " 

Sir  William,  in  conclusion,  asks  for  criticisms.  We  have  only  one  to  make  ;  under  the 
heading  "  Le  Neve's  List  "  he  writes  "  now  in  the  British  Museum — Hart  M.S.S.  3801  and 
3802, "  this,  of  course,  should  read  "  Harl.  MSS.  5801  and  5802.  " 

Following  this  essay  is  a  part  of  the  "  Order  of  Precedence,  "  showing  the  position 
of  Knights, — a  page  of  "  Bibliography  "  giving  references  to  eighteen  works,  1614  to 
1905, — "  The  Judicial  Decision  in  the  Matter  of  the  Walker  Trustees,  " — and  the 
u  Paper  "  closes  with  an  excellent  list  of  all  the  living  Knights  Bachelor  in  strict  order  of 
date  of  dubbing,  or  of  Gazetted  Precedence,  as  far  as  can  be  ascertained. 

"  All  that  the  Society  desires  to  petition  for  is  that  they  may  be  permitted  to  wear  a 
badge  or  insignia  as  they  did  in  ancient  days,  but  no  attempt  will  be  made  to  petition  the 
Crown  until  the  number  of  members  of  the  Society  shows  that  they  really  represent  the 
Knights  Bachelor  of  the  Empire — at  present  only  one-half  of  the  Knights  Bachelor  are 
members. " 

Mrs.  Natalie  R.  Fernald,  (No.  1075),  sends  "  The  Genealogical  Exchange  "  for  October,  1909. 
The  "Exchange"  is  a  monthly  paper  of  8  pp.  7^x11  ;  price  60  cents  per  annum, 

1  4-QO  single  numbers  5  cents.  This  number  contains  the  thirteenth  article  on  "John  SKINNER 
and  some  of  his  descendants, "  the  thirty-fifth  article  on  "  Corrections  and  Additions  to 
Thomas  Skinner's  Descendants,  "  "  Queries,  "  "  Answers  "  and  "  Notes. "  The  "  Queries  " 
refer  to  the  following  families  : — WILCOX — LAWRENCE — HARWOOD — SAGER — BLISS — 
KEEP — BECKWITH — EASTMAN — BARRETT — HOWARD — ROOTE.  The  "Answers"  are  replies 
not  only  to  queries  which  have  appeared  in  the  "  Exchange  "  but  also  in  other  American 
papers  ;  many  of  these  "  Answers  "  are  from  the  pen  of  the  very  able  Editor  of  the  paper. 
The  "  Notes"  include  "  Names  of  Soldiers  of  War  1812"  and  "  Notices  of  Revolutionary 
Soldiers.  " — Mrs.  Fernald  is  evidently  catering  for  those  who  wish  to  join  the  American 
patriotic  societies.  We  have  pleasure  in  recommending  this  bright  and  useful  periodical 
to  all  interested  in  American  genealogy.  It  manages  to  give  the  maximum  of  solid 
information  in  the  minimum  of  space. 


Alfred  WT.  Johnston,  (No.  643),  sends  "  Genealogy  of  the  Family  of  ROBERTSON  of  Newbigging, 
Orkney,  "  a  privately  printed  pamphlet  of  11  pp.,  5|x9,  including  frontispiece  portrait 
from  a  photograph  of  Lieut.  James  Robertson,  R.N.,  1780-1860.  "  The  photograph,  one 
of  the  earliest  in  Orkney,  was  taken  without  Mr.  Robertson  being  aware  of  it,  he  having 
religious  scruples  in  the  matter.  ''  Mr.  Johnston  traces  the  genealogy  of  this  family  from 
1711  to  1909.  Intermarriages  in  the  direct  line  : — ISBUSTER — OMAND — SPENCE — WYLIE 
— NAIRN. 

The  same  contributor  sends  also  '*  Genealogy  of  the  Family  of  LEASK  of  Aglath, 
Orkney,  printed  for  the  Viking  Club;  7  pp.,  5^  x  8|  ;  interleaved  with  writing  paper. 
This  family  is  traced  from  1720  to  1909.  Intermarriages  in  the  direct  line  : — SEATTER — 
ROBERTSON — SETTER — LEASK — TAYLOR.  On  p.  4,  the  following  reference  occurs  "  See 
p.  41  ante  ;  "  as  the  pamphlet  contains  only  7  pp.  and  is  not  described  as  a  reprint  from 
a  longer  work,  it  is  difficult  to  understand  to  what  this  refers. 
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William  Abbatt,  (No.  832),  sends  "The  Magazine  of  History"  for  November,  1909,  (Vol.  X, 
No.  5).  This  is  a  monthly  magazine  of  64  pp.,  8  x  10|- ;  price  50  cents,  or  $5  per 

1 AQ9        annum.     The  number  before  us  contains  interesting  articles  on  "  Negro  Soldiers  in  the 

l^yj  us  Army,"  "A  Massachusetts  Town  in  the  French  and  Indian  Wars,"  "The  Old 
Crown  Point  Road,  "  "  The  Ancestry  of  the  Ohioan,  "  "  Some  Notes  on  the  Beginnings 
of  American  Science,  "  "  Old  Fort  Massac,  Illinois,  "  "  Minor  Topics,  "  "  Original  Docu- 
ments "  and  u  Greyslaer,  A  Romance  of  the  Mohawk. "  There  is  also  an  article  on 
u  The  Humors  of  Genealogy  "  by  the  late  Stuart  C.  Wade.  We  should  like  to  quote  the 
whole  of  it,  but  our  space  is  limited,  and  also  Mr.  Abbatt,  as  Publisher  of  "  The  Magazine 
of  History,  "  might  object  if  we  u  lifted"  such  a  good  article.  It  is  full  of  gems,  of  which 
the  best  is  certainly  the  description  of  the  "  Mayflower  "  as  "  that  craft  with  the  small 
passenger  list,  but  infinite  carrying  capacity.  "  We  have  thought  often  that  those  who 
u  came  over  with  the  Conqueror  "  must  have  exceeded  the  whole  population  of  Normandy 
in  1066,  and  it  would  appear  from  Mr.  Wade's  article  that  the  "  Mayflower  "  with  its 
legendary  stowaways  (not  on  the  passenger  list)  must  have  equalled  a  modern  American 
Liner  in  accommodation. 

Dr.  ].  W.  Slaughter,  (No.  1439),  sends  the  "  Eugenics  Review"  for  October,  1909.  (Vol.  I,  No.  3). 
This  is  a  quarterly  magazine,  price  I/-  net,  1/1^  post  free,  published  by  the  Eugenics

quantity.  Unfortunately  it  has  arrived  on  the  eve  of  our  going  to  press  and  it  is  impos- 
sible therefore  to  do  more  than  give  its  Table  of  Contents  here  : —

The  following  quotation  from  Dr.  Slaughter's  article  will  show  how  interesting  this 
"  Review  "  is  to  those  genealogists  who  take  a  wide  view  of  their  subject : — 

u  From  the  earliest  times  distinctions  in  pedigree  have  been  important  in  establishing 
status  ;  the  greatest  prestige  naturally  belonging  to  those  fortunate  individuals  who  were 
descended  from  gods.  In  mediaeval  and  modern  Europe  aristocracy  has  been  defined 
largely  in  terms  of  purity  of  quarterings.  This  idea,  taken  by  itself,  is,  of  course,  only  another 
delusion  ;  there  is  no  reason  to  suppose  that  the  line  which  produced  unknown  John 
Smith  only  came  into  existence  with  his  father  or  grandfather,  or  that  a  line  which  can  be 
traced  to  the  time  of  the  Conqueror  is  therefore  the  older  of  the  two.  The  idea  of 
descent  in  order  to  have  significance  must  therefore  be  supplemented  ;  in  practice  this 
supplementation  has  taken  the  form  of  records  of  grades  of  occupation.  No  one  can  have 
pure  blood  whose  father  or  grandfather  did  anything  useful.  The  hierarchy  of  occupations 
is  probably  a  permanent  part  of  social  psychology ;  what  is  desired  here  is  to  show  its 
highly  artificial  character  when  linked  with  the  idea  of  descent.  "

(Nottinghamshire)   of  his  "  County  Pedigrees",  published  in  April,  1909  ;  price  5/-  net  ;

— GREGORY  —  WADSWORTH  —  SANDAY  —  PAGET  —  BRADSHAW  —  FELLOWS  —  DIMOCK  — 

ASHWELL. 

The  work  is  well  produced  and  the  illustrations  are  excellent  ;  coats-of-arms, 
portraits  and  facsimile  autographs  are  to  be  found  on  nearly  every  page.  Mr.  Phillimore 
states  that  he  will  be  glad  to  receive  the  pedigree  of  any  family  for  insertion  in  the 
appropriate  volume  and  that  "  new  counties  will  be  included  in  the  series  so  soon  as 
sufficient  pedigrees  have  been  received  ".  We  cordially  wish  him  the  great  success  which 
such  an  enterprise  deserves. 

In  the  present  Part  there  are  two  pedigrees  which  especially  rivet  our  attention,  viz. 
those  of  WADSWORTH,  by  No.  1270,  and  of  ASHWELL,  by  No.  511.  It  may  be  of  value 
to  our  other  contributors  if  the  intermarriages  in  the  direct  lines  of  these  two  pedigrees 
are  noted  here.  In  that  of  WADSWORTH  they  are  : — LAWSON,  at  Clay  pole,  Lines.,  1702 — 
CULLEIGN,  at  Claypole,  1730 — PARKER,  of  Beckingham,  1752 — BAINBRIDGE,  of  Flintham, 
Notts.,  1787 — BROWN,  of  Ossington,  Notts.,  1831 — CREWDSON,  of  Kendal,  Westmorland. 
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1866 — TAYLOR,  of  Bickley,  Kent,  1902.  In  that  of  ASHWELL  the  intermarriages  in  the 
direct  line  are  : — FLOWER,  of  Barnston,  1720 — MARTIN,  of  Burton  Joyce,  1754 — WOOD, 
of  Smalley,  Co.  Derby,  1815 — ROGERS,  of  Nottingham,  1853 — PEARSON,  of  St.  John's 
Wood,  London,  1877.  Those  who  have  consulted  the  "Directory"  and  have  corres- 
ponded with  Mr.  Wadsworth  and  Mr.  Ashwell  will  be  interested  to  find  portraits  of  these 
contributors  in  this  Part. 

E.  M.  F-G.  Boyle,  (No.  9S3),  sends  his  u  Genealogical  Memoranda  relating  to  the  Family  of 
BOYLE  of  Limavady  ",  a  pamphlet  of  24  pp.,  1\  x  10,  privately  printed.  Mr.  Boyle  is 
modest  ;  it  took  us  five  minutes  to  discover  the  name  of  the  author  of  this  pamphlet.  At 
last,  on  p.  6,  the  words  "Attempted  by  E.M.F-G.B."  were  found.  These  read  in 
conjunction  with  the  words  "  Arms  of  Edward  Maurice  Fitzgerald  Boyle  "  under  a  plate 
on  p.  5,  solved  the  difficulty.  There  are  two  other  armorial  plates,  one  showing  the 
arms  of  John  Boyle,  1732,  and  the  other  those  confirmed  in  1903  to  Alexander  Boyle  by 
Ulster  King  of  Arms.  The  Patent  of  this  Confirmation  is  given  in  full  in  an  Appendix. 
Mr.  Boyle  traces  back  his  family  to  1660,  when  his  ancestor,  James  Boyle,  settled  at 
Limavady,  coming  from  Scotland.  The  intermarriages  in  the  direct  line  are  : — OGILBY, 
1743 — Ross,  abt.  1780 — PARKE,  1844 — PLUMMER,  of  Mount  Plummer,  Co.  Limerick,  1873 
— OGILBY,  1898.  These  "Genealogical  Memoranda"  are  in  the  nature  of  an  appendix 
to  a  Pedigree  of  the  same  family  which  Mr.  Boyle  compiled  in  1896  and  had  reprinted 
in  1905.  It  comes  as  a  surprise  to  many  when  they  are  told  that  the  children  by  a 
marriage  of  first  cousins  are  first  cousins  once  removed  to  their  own  parents.  Mr.  Boyle's 
Pedigree  should  yield  still  stranger  relationships  for  anyone  with  the  time  to  work  them 
out  as  it  contains  frequent  intermarriages  between  four  families,  viz.  BOYLE — OGILBY — 
PARKE — LANE. 

The  same  contributor  sends  a  recently  printed  "  Pedigree  of  the  Family  of  OGILBY 
of  Ardnargle,  Limavady  and  of  Pellipar,  Dungiven ",  which  he  compiled  in  1908.  The 
sheet  measures  40^  x  20J.  The  pedigree  starts  with  John  OGILVIE,  (the  original  name  of 
the  family),  of  Calhame  in  Aberdeenshire,  who  settled  in  Limavady  about  1670.  He 
married  Elizabeth  AGNEW,  of  the  Scotch  family  of  that  name  settled  in  the  Co.  Antrim. 
In  the  direct  line  from  this  pair  to  the  author's  wife  we  find  the  following  intermarriages: 
— SMITH,  early  XVIII.  Century — ALEXANDER,  of  Limavady,  1742 — SIMPSON,  of  Armagh, 
abt.  1775 — RAINEY,  1844 — WHEELER,  1875.  The  long  gap  between  the  marriages  of 
parents  in  1775  and  the  son  in  1844  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  the  son  was  born 
about  twenty  years  after  his  parents'  marriage  and  did  not  himself  marry  until  he  was 
nearly  fifty  years  old. 

G.  E.  Congdon,  (No.  739),  sends  the  "  Waterman,  Illinois,  Year  Books  "  for  1906  and  1907 
(printed  in  1907  and  1908)  respectively.  Each  contains  about  96  pp.,  5^x7,  and  is 

14flfi  priced  fifty  cents.  We  regret  to  learn  from  the  Preface  to  the  volume  for  1907  that  this 
(the  sixth)  will  probably  be  the  last  issue  of  Mr.  Congdon's  admirable  Year  Books  as 
they  contain  much  biographical  and  genealogical  information  about  past  and  present 
residents  of  Waterman. 

B.  P.  Scattergood,  (No.  133),  sends  a  chart-pedigree  (38  \  x  25),  showing  the  "  Royal  Descent 
of  John  SCATTERGOOD  of  Madras,  East  India  Merchant,  1681-1723  ".  The  information 

1 4P'7  contained  in  this  pedigree  is  of  three  kinds  :  —  valuable,  interesting  and  fantastic.  The 
valuable  part  shows  six  generations  of  the  SCATTERGOOD  family,  1540-1723,  and  includes 
intermarriages  with  FLETCHER — BELL — BAKER — WESTBY — FORBE. 

The  interesting  part  connects  John  Scattergood  through  the  families  of  WESTBY — 
FLEETWOOD — LANGTON — STANLEY — NEVILLE  and  John  of  Gaunt,  with  Edward  III. 

The  fantastic  part  is  the  tracing  of  the  alleged  connection  between,  on  the  one  hand, 
the  Fleetwoods  and  "Tacitus,  a  Roman,  circa  290"  and,  on  the  other,  Edward  III.  and 
Adam  via  Woden.  We  would  rather  the  same  space  had  been  devoted  to  the  Scattergood 
family.  Full  details  of  their  births,  baptisms,  marriages,  deaths,  burials,  wills,  etc.,  would 
have  formed  a  much  more  interesting  record  than  the  24  alleged  generations  between 
Noah  and  uCerdic  1st  King  of  Wessex,  519-534".  If  History  tells  us  that  there  was  a 
Cerdic  and  that  he  was  a  direct  ancestor  of  Edward  III.  we  will  believe  Her,  but  it  will 
take  more  than  History  to  convince  us  that  there  are  any  reliable  records  in  existence  to 
prove  that  Noah's  son  Shem  had  a  son  "  Beadwig",  as  stated  in  this  pedigree.  The  children 
of  Shem,  according  to  the  recognised  authority  (Genesis  x,  22)  were  Elam,  Asshur, 
Arphaxad,  Lud  and  Aram.  The  name  of  "  Beadwig  "  is  not  to  be  found  in  the  Bible — 
at  least,  we  have  never  been  lucky  enough  to  unearth  it — but  Mr.  Scattergood  may  have 
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41  inside  information  "  on  the  point ;  we  know  that  one  contributor  to  the  u  Directory  " 
uses  the  "  planchette  "  when  in  difficulty  about  a  name  or  date.  For  our  part  we  prefer 
the  usual  sources  of  information  and,  even  if  Beadwig's  name  is  recorded  at  Heralds' 

College,  a  doubt  about  his  existence  will  still  linger. 

Sir  H.  C.  Maxwell  Lyte,  K.C.B.,  Deputy  Keeper  of  the  Records,  sends  "  A  History  of  Dunster  and 
of  the  Families  of  Mohun  and  Luttrell "  ;  published  by  the  St.  Catherine  Press,  Ltd.,  in

l-iyo  Before  considering  the  contents  of  these  volumes,  a  few  words  about  their  general 

appearance  will  be  by  no  means  out  of  place,  as  it  is  this  that  first  attracts  or  repels  the 
attention  of  the  intending  reader  of  any  work.  We  congratulate  the  Publishers  on  their 
share  in  placing  on  permanent  record  the  many  facts  about  the  MOHUN  and  LUTTRELL 
families  (and,  incidentally,  about  Dunster)  collected  by  the  Author.  It  is  scarcely  necessary 
to  tell  any  reader  of  this  Supplement  that  the  printing  leaves  nothing  to  be  desired;  added 
to  this,  the  illustrations  are  well  reproduced,  the  choice  of  papers  both  for  them  and  for 
the  text  is  excellent,  and  the  volumes  are  sensibly  and  strongly  bound. 

Chapters  I  to  VIII  and  Appendices  A,  B,  C,  D  and  E  deal  with  the  history  of  the 
MOHUN,  LUTTRELL  and  FOWNES  LUTTRELL  families.  Chapters  IX  to  XVI  and  Appendix  F 
deal  with  Dunster — the  Borough  ;  Manor  ;  Topography ;  Castle  ;  Church  and  Priory  ;  the 
Manors  of  Avill,  Staunton  and  Alcombe  ;  Lower  Marsh  ;  and  the  Priors,  Vicars  and 
Curates  of  Dunster.  In  view  of  this  arrangement  of  the  material,  it  surely  would  have 
been  better  to  place  the  words  "  History  of  Dunster"  in  a  less  prominent  position  in  the 
title  of  the  book.  On  the  cover  they  are  the  only  part  of  the  title  which  appears.  If  the 
Author  contemplates  another  edition  of  the  work,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  he  will  appeal  to 
a  wider  public  by  giving  these  old  families  the  leading  place  in  its  title  and  by  introducing 
a  few  sketch-pedigrees  ;  it  is  very  difficult  to  follow  lengthy  and  detailed  accounts  of 
families  without  these  aids. 

The  Index  is  good,  except  that  unfortunately  it  is  a  u  General "  Index,  viz.  subjects, 
places  and  persons  are  arranged  in  one  alphabetical  list. 

In  all  other  respects  the  work  is  a  splendid  monument  to  what  obviously  was  a 
tremendous  amount  of  original  research.  The  frequent  foot-notes  referring  to  the  old 
records,  to  which  the  Author  has  such  unparalleled  opportunities  of  access,  gladden  the 
genealogical  eye.  In  the  history  of  a  family  it  is  never  possible  to  tell  "the  whole 
truth,  "  but  these  foot-notes  convince  us  that  we  have  here  "  the  truth  "  and  "  nothing 
but  the  truth,  "  which  is  distinctly  refreshing  when  old  families  are  under  consideration. 
George  Ancestry,  (No.  1142),  sends  "  Part  A  :  Cemeteries"  of  his  "Genealogical  Series."  It 
forms  a  24  page  pamphlet,  5^x8  and  contains  913  references  to  tombstone  inscriptions 
1  4QQ  *n  America.  The  bulk  of  the  present  part  is  devoted  to  the  inscriptions  recently  in 
existence  at  Katonah,  Westchester  Co.,  N.Y.  The  whole  of  this  cemetery  has  been 
obliterated  owing  to  the  construction  of  the  large  Croton  Aqueduct  reservoir  which 
supplies  New  York  with  water.  The  bodies  have  been  moved  to  many  different  places, 
but  the  tombstones  have  been  either  sold  for  various  purposes  or  destroyed.  When 
Mr.  Ancestry  visited  the  Cemetery  in  1903  he  was  informed,  at  the  Office  of  the  Commis- 
sioners, that  no  record  had  been  made  of  the  inscriptions  on  the  stones  (about  one  third 
of  the  original  number)  which  had  been  removed  already.  He  has  done  good  work  in 
saving  the  balance  from  a  similar  fate  by  printing  an  extract  of  the  essential  part  of  each 

stone  remaining  at  the  time  of  his  visit. 

George  Percival  Mudge,   (No.  1463),  sends  No.   1  of  "  The  Mendel  Journal,  "  October,  1909  ; 

216  pp.,  5^  x  8^  ;  price  2/6  net. 

150O  This  Journal,  of  which   Mr.  Mudge  is  Editor,  will  appear  at  intervals  whenever  a 

sufficient  number  of  papers  have  been  received.  Its  objects  are  twofold  : — (1)  to  present 
Mendelism  to  a  wide  public  "  by  men  who  believe  in  its  truth,  who  foresee  its  future,  and 
who  recognise  their  responsibility  in  the  work  they  do.  "  (2)  "  to  gather  for  the  Science  of 
Genetics  a  harvest  rich  in  facts  relating  to  human  pedigrees  and  the  inheritance  of  normal 
characters  as  well  as  of  peculiarities.  " 

In  the  present  number  of  the  Journal  there  is  much  to  interest  the  intelligent 
genealogist.  Many  students  of  genealogy  realise  that  the  dry  mass  of  relationships  they 
have  gleaned  after  much  labour  from  the  records  may  contain  hidden  meanings,  but  few 
know  the  full  value  of  their  notes.  To  such  the  study  of  Mendelism  may  be  warmly 
recommended.  Any  bookseller  would  be  able  to  obtain  a  copy  of  Punnett's  "Mendelism." 
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From  memory,  we  think  the  price  is  2/-.  It  will  be  found  to  be  in  appearance  very 
similar  to  the  volumes  in  the  "  Genealogist's  Pocket  Library."  It  is  worth  while  to  grasp 
thoroughly  the  contents  of  this  small  book.  Two,  or  even  three,"  careful  readings  of  it 
are  advisable  as  it  is  a  subject  requiring  at  the  start  close  attention  and  not  a  hasty 
perusal.  A  small  but  accurate  fundamental  knowledge  of  Mendelism  once  acquired,  it 
will  be  found  that  the  "  Mendel  Journal "  opens  for  genealogists  a  door  leading  to 
many  fresh  delights  in  their  own  subject.  We  speak  from  personal  experience. 
Genealogy  is  to  us  a  goddess  with  many  added  attractions  since  we  found  what  an 
excellent  companion  she  has  in  Heredity,  with  its  twin  children — Mendelism  and  Eugenics. 
Mr.  Mudge  must  not  complain  that  so  little  is  written  above  about  the  contents  of 
his  "  Journal.  "  We  sat  down  dutifully  to  write  a  review,  but  found  the  "  Journal "  so 
absorbing  that  no  time  was  left  to  us  in  which  to  expatiate  on  its  attractions. 

William  Gilbert,  (No.  493),  sends  "Shallcross  Pedigrees,"  1908,  207  pp.,  8x  13  ;  edited  by  the 
Rev.  W.  H.  Shawcross,  alias  Shalcrosse,  F.R.  Hist.  S.,  assisted  by  William  Gilbert. 

An  examination  of  this  work  soon  shows  that  no  apprentice  hand  has  "  assisted"  in 
its  production.  The  professional  genealogist  with  experience  has  left  his  traces  on 
nearly  every  page  of  the  volume.  A  family-history  that  is  printed  on  only  one  side  of  the 
paper  is,  in  the  first  place,  a  tacit  acknowledgment  of  a  fact  that  Genealogy  daily  teaches 
its  most  ardent  disciples,  i.e.  that  as  much  remains  to  be  discovered  as  past  researches 
have  revealed  already.  The  complete  Index  (the  work  of  Miss  Muriel  Wilson)  is  another 
sign  that  one  who  is  accustomed  to  consulting  other  genealogical  works  has  helped  to 
frame  this  one.  The  copious  notes  after  the  sketch-pedigrees  of  the  various  branches  of 
the  SHALLCROSS,  SHALCROSS  or  SHAWCROSS  family  tell  the  same  tale.  Pedigrees  of  many 
other  families  are  given  in  the  work.  There  is  one  pedigree  on  pp.  39  and  40  which 
shows  to  what  lengths  a  genealogist  will  go  to  prove  a  connection  between  SHAKESPEARE 
and  the  family  on  which  he  is  working.  '  We  see  from  it  that  Richard  SHALLCROSS,  of 
Shallcross  Hall,  Co.  Derby,  md.  Jane  DALE,  nee  BRERETON.  By  her  first  husband,  Robert 
DALE,  she  had  had  a  son,  George  DALE,  who  md.  Jane  SAVILLE.  Now,  Jane  DALE,  nee 
SAVILLE,  survived  her  first  husband  and  md.  secondly  Henry  GILBERT,  who  was  the 
grandson  of  Sir  John  BERNARD  by  his  first  wife,  Elizabeth  EDMONDES.  It  may  be  asked 
how  this  proves  the  connection  between  SHALLCROSS  and  SHAKESPEARE,  but  that  is  still 
to  come.  Sir  John  BERNARD  md.  secondly  Elizabeth  NASH,  nee  HALL,  the  granddaughter 
of  SHAKESPEARE,  so  the  families  of  SHALLCI-OSS  and  SHAKESPEARE  are  connected.  Quod 
erat  demonstrandum.  This  alleged  and  highly  ingenious  ''  connection "  supplies  the 

comic  relief  which  one  is  so  grateful  to  find  in  an  otherwise  serious  work. 

The  Rev.  Reginald  F.  Bigg- Wither,  M.A.,  Wonston  Rectory,  Micheldever,  Hampshire,  England, 
sends  his  u  Materials  for  a  History  of  the  WITHER  Family,  "  1907  ;  272  pp.,  1\  x  10.     This 

1SO2  handsome  volume,  of  which  only  200  copies  were  printed,  is  a  model  of  what  such  a 
compilation  should  be.  It  is  well  printed  and  strongly  bound,  the  facsimiles  and  illustrations 
are  plentiful  and  excellent,  sketch-pedigrees  every  few  pages  make  it  exceedingly  easy  to 
follow  the  "  paragraphed  "  accounts  of  the  various  branches  of  this  fine  old  Hampshire 
family.  It  is  obvious  that  the  author  has  spared  neither  labour  nor  expense  in  the 
production  of  this  volume  with  the  modest  title.  The  result  is  a  work  of  reference  to  be 
taken  down  lovingly  in  quiet  moments,  gently  handled  and,  after  consultation,  returned  with 
tender  care  to  its  appointed  place  of  honour  on  our  shelves.  It  is  usual  to  congratulate  the 
compiler  of  an  interesting  book,  but,  after  carefully  examining  this  work,  we  feel  more 
inclined  to  congratulate  those  fortunate  few  who  have  received  copies  of  it,  and  to  sym- 
pathise with  Mr.  Bigg- Wither  because  he  can  no  longer  enjoy  its  good  things  all  by  himself. 
The  book  is  divided  into  eight  chapters  and  four  appendices.  The  titles  of  the  eight 
chapters  are  : — (i)  WYTHER  of  Pendleton  Hall,  Lancashire,  (ii)  Descendants  of  the  Two 
Elder  Sons  of  Thomas  WYTHER  of  Pendleton  Hall,  (1363),  (iii)  WITHER  of  Manydown, 
Hampshire,  (1389-1789),  (iv)  BIGG- WITHER  of  Manydown  and  Tangier  Parks,  (1789-1871), 
(v)  WITHER  of  Hall  (Oakley  Hall),  1583-1901,  (vi)  WITHER  of  Bentworth  and  Theddon 
Grange,  (1562-1730),  (vii)  Families  allied  with  WITHER  and  BIGG- WITHER.  The  four 
Appendices  are  : — (i)  Extracts  from  Ancient  Documents,  (1005-1413),  (ii)  Extracts  from 
"Domestic  State  Papers,"  (1514-1690),  and  from  "  Historical  Manuscripts,  (1558-1709), 
(iii)  List  of  186  Wills,  with  six  wills  in  full  and  many  abstracts  of  other  wills,  (iv)  Notes 
from  Parish  Registers,  etc. 

To  return  to  the  eighth  chapter,  this  includes,  in  40  pp.,  particulars  of  the  following 
families  : — MASON  of  Sydmanton — FAWKENER  cf  Kingsclere — AYLIFFE  of  Scures — LOVE 
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of  Basing  Park — PINKE  of  Kempshott — RISLEY  of  Chetwoode — ERNLE  and  POTTINGER — 
BRAMSTONE  of  Skreens — HUNT  of  Bentworth — HARRIS  of  Compton — BLACHFORD  of 
Osborne — SIMEON — MACKENZIE — MANSFIELD — AWDRY  of  Notton — SHORT — STAINFORTH — 
HEATHCOTE  of  Hursley — ORDE — CARLETON — MASSEY — CRAVEN — CUTHBERT — DOMVILLE. 
The  best-known  member  of  the  WITHER  family  is  George  Wither,  the  Poet,  1588- 
1667.  The  sixth  chapter  contains  much  interesting  information  about  his  life  and  works. 
By  the  general  public  he  is  remembered  only  as  the  author  of  the  "  matchless  lyric"  : — 

"  Shall  I,  wasting  in  despair, 
Die  because  a  woman's  fair  ? " — 

Words  which  must  have  found  their  echo  in  many  a  masculine  heart  during  the  past  three 
centuries — but  Mr.  Bigg- Wither  supplies  us,  on  pp.  101-103,  with  a  lengthy  bibliography 
of  the  Poet's  works. 

There  is  one  thing  lacking  in  this  fine  book.  We  will  let  the  author  describe  it  in 
his  own  words  : — "  No  attempt  has  been  made  to  form  a  complete  index  of  ALL  the 
names  occurring  in  the  various  pedigrees  and  parish  registers.  "

EUGENICS  AND  GENEALOGY 

To  the  Editor  of  the  I.  G.  Directory. 
Dear  Sir, 

Will  you  be  so  kind  as  to  allow  me  sufficient  space  in  your  forth-coming  supplement  to 
indicate  the  work  the  Eugenics  Education  Society  is  doing,  or  wishes  to  do,  and  to  ask  for 
the  co-operation  of  genealogists  in  its  furtherance.  It  is  common  knowledge  among  all 
whose  names  appear  in  the  Directory  that  that  which  gives  value  to  a  pedigree  is  the  quality 
of  the  stock  of  which  the  pedigree  is  a  record.  It  may  not,  however,  be  known  to  all  that 
this  hereditary  continuity  of  characters  is  being  made  a  branch  of  scientific  investigation. 
Eugenics  is  the  term  applied  by  Sir  Francis  Galton  to  this  branch  of  study  which  he  has 
founded. 

The  Society  desires  the  help  of  genealogists  in  collecting  family  histories  marked 
by  the  presence  of  either  ability  or  defect.  In  order  to  make  this  register  of  note-worthy 
stocks  scientifically  valuable,  certain  facts  need  to  be  kept  in  mind  by  those  kind  enough 
to  assist  in  the  investigation  and  I  venture  to  mention  two  or  three.  The  first  is,  as 
all  well  know,  that  biological  descent  does  not  take  place  according  to  convention,  so  the 
surname  which  is  a  fetich  with  so  many  must  be  reduced  to  its  proper  grade  of  importance. 
One  of  the  essentials  for  this  work  is  unfortunately  one  of  the  most  difficult  tasks  of  the 
genealogist — the  tracing  of  female  descent.  In  the  next  place  it  is  considered  that  an 
adequate  account  is  given  of  the  hereditary  history  of  any  individual  if  either  (a)  it  proceeds 
directly  from  all  the  great  grandparents  through  the  grandparents  and  parents  to  the 
individual  and  from  him  by  direct  descent  to  the  great  grandchildren  or  if  (b)  the  account 
of  direct  descent  is  from  grandparents  to  grandchildren  provided  an  account  is  also  given  of 
the  collaterals — uncles,  aunts,  cousins,  sisters,  brothers,  nephews,  nieces.  Either  of  these  is 
regarded  as  giving  a  complete  family  history  ;  obviously,  in  order  for  it  to  be  perfect  the  two 
should  be  combined. 

Again,  somewhat  more  information  of  a  special  kind  is  needed  regarding  each  member 
of  a  family  history  than  is  usually  considered  necessary  in  the  construction  of  pedigrees.  It 
is  desirable  that  we  should  have  whenever  possible  an  account  of  the  economic  and  social 
positions  of  the  persons  concerned,  not  so  much  in  the  usual  sense  of  being  born  into  a 
certain  class  as  in  the  sense  of  its  being  partly  or  wholly  achieved  by  ability.  In  addition  to 
this,  or  instead  of  it,  some  account  of  any  special  achievement  or  characteristic  should  be 
given.  We  are  quite  aware  that  these  accounts  of  noteworthy  persons  and  families  can 
never  have  more  than  an  approximate  completeness,  but  some  such  perfect  family  history  is 
to  be  aimed  at. 

There  seem  to  be  two  lines  of  approach.  Probably  all  investigators  have  in  their  notes 
accounts  of  notable  families  with  a  high  level  of  achievement  running  through  several 
generations ;  it  is  hoped  that  they  will  be  willing  to  file  copies  of  such  family  histories  with 
the  Society  for  the  purpose  of  scientific  study  and  also  for  the  Society's  register.  Again, 
many  investigators  doubtless  have  notes  bearing  on  the  family  history  of  some  noteworthy 
individual,  say  of  the  grade  to  have  a  place  in  the  Dictionary  of  National  Biography  or  in 
the  current  Who's  Who.  Again  the  Society  appeals  for  copies  of  such  notes.  All  information 
will,  of  course,  be  regarded  as  confidential  when  it  is  so  desired. 

The  foregoing  has  had  in  view  the  inheritance  of  ability  of  all  kinds  without  reference 
to  the  continuity  of  special  types.  The  individual  whose  family  history  is  being  investigated 
may  be  an  inventor,  an  artist,  a  statesman,  a  leader,  a  preacher,  a  jurist,  a  scholar  or  a 
financier.  In  the  majority  of  cases  the  ability  of  a  family  assumes  several  forms  but  now

and  then  will  be  an  example  of  the  inheritance  of  some  peculiar  type  of  ability  much  more 
limited  in  its  range.  The  Society  hopes  to  make  a  collection  of  these.  Again,  the 
investigation  and  registration  of  defect  and  degeneracy  as  shown  in  family  histories  is  a  part 
of  the  Society's  work;  not  more  than  three  or  four  such  families  have  been  investigated 
thoroughly.  Collectors  are  asked  very  kindly  to  further  this  work  by  contributing  their 
knowledge  of  pedigrees  containing  paupers,  criminals,  inebriates,  feebleminded  and  other 
degenerate  types. 

As  this  work  is  only  just  being  started  the  Society  can  do  little  in  return  for  the  help  it  is 
asking,  but  clearly  a  register  of  this  kind  will  be  valuable  in  the  future  and  will  then  enable 
the  Society  to  cancel  its  indebtedness,  by  giving  information  in  its  turn  to  those  who  are 
kind  enough  to  assist  it  now. 

The  Society  will  have  pleasure  in  acknowledging  in  the  Eugenics  Review  any  help  it 
receives  from  genealogists.

FOR  THOSE  WITH  TIME  TO  SPARE. 

To  the  Editor  of  the  I.  G.  Directory. 
Dear  Sir, 

It  is  generally  recognized  that  the  chief  need  of  genealogists  is  Indexes  and  still  more 
Indexes.  To  suggest  in  what  direction  those  who  have  time  to  spare  and  who  desire  to  add 
to  the  common  fund  of  information  can  most  usefully  address  their  energies  is  the  object  of 
this  letter. 

The  Parish  Registers  of  the  kingdom  still  offer  wide  scope  for  the  transcriber  and  indexer. 
Of  the  eleven  thousand  or  so  which  still  exist  but  a  small  proportion  have  been  so  treated. 
First  ascertain  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Parish  Register  Society  if  the  particular  Register  to 
which  you  may  have  access  has  been  attacked,  and,  if  it  has  not,  then  set  to  work.  Should 
it  be  a  large  one  let  it  be  copied  and  indexed  in  sections  ;  but,  whatever  you  do,  do  thor- 
oughly ;  do  not  make  selections.  It  is  an  attractive  method  and  one  which  conveys  a  sense  of 
making  progress  to  index  the  Marriages  only,  but  of  course  it  is  more  permanently  valuable 
if  the  whole  Register  is  copied  and  indexed  down  to  a  certain  point.  That  point  should  be, 
if  possible,  the  year  1837,  when  general  Civil  Registration  began. 

To  collect  concerning  a  single  County,  a  district,  or  a  parish  is  probably  the  most  useful 
work  to  undertake.  Every  deed,  court  roll,  will,  allusion  in  a  printed  book,  list  of  old  inha- 
bitants from  Poll  Books,  Tax  Lists,  and  Directories,  old  Newspapers,  Diaries,  Memoirs,  should 
be  carefully  transcribed  in  abstract,  legibly,  with  wide  margins,  in  a  book  made  of  good, 
lasting,  rag  paper,  and  indexed.  If  you  never  intend  to  print  see  that  your  collection  goes 
ultimately  to  the  Manuscript  Department  of  the  British  Museum.  There  it  will  be  accessible 
to  all  and  serve  its  purpose  to  the  utmost. 

For  those  who  have  easy  access  to  the  Public  Record  Office  in  London  amateur  calen- 
daring and  indexing  of  sections  of  the  pleadings,  depositions,  reports  and  certificates  in  bygone 
lawsuits  offer  an  unlimited  scope  for  the  outlet  of  superfluous  energies.  If  anyone  felt  inclined 
to  take  one  of  the  numerous  "  calendars  "  and  re-cast  it  into  dictionary  order  the  present  writer 
would  be  very  happy  to  offer  suggestions.  These  records  are  really  practically  inexhaustible 
and  are  compact  of  unknown  family  history.

To  the  Editor  of  the  I.  G.  Directory. 
Dear  Sir, 

A  difficulty  experienced  by  every  student  of  Genealogy  arises  from  the  constant  need  of 
consulting  local  records. 

As  instances,  we  will  say  it  is  necessary  for  me  to  obtain  an  abstract  of  a  will  preserved 
in  Edinburgh,  a  copy  of  a  tombstone  inscription  at  Ipswich,  or  to  have  a  search  made  in  the 
parish  registers  of  a  village  in  Devon  or  in  the  MSS.  collected  at  the  British  Museum  or 
Bodleian  Libraries. 

I  cannot  spare  the  time  and,  in  some  instances,  am  loath  to  afford  the  expense  of  going 
to  Edinburgh,  Ipswich,  Devon,  London  or  Oxford.  I  certainly  could  not  write  to  amateur 
genealogists  living  in  or  near  those  places,  nor  should  I  feel  pleased  if  one  of  my  fellow- 
contributors  to  the  Directory  wrote  asking  me  to  search  the  parish  registers  of  Sutton  for 
him.  The  entry  of  one's  name  and  interests  in  the  Directory  does  not  invite  correspondence 
of  that  nature  but  only  about  the  families  which  are  enumerated  in  that  entry. 

If  I  employ  a  professional  genealogist,  living  say  in  London,  he  rightly  charges  me  his 
travelling  expenses  to  Edinburgh,  Ipswich,  Devon  or  Oxford,  including  a  charge  for  the  time 
lost  in  travelling. 

My  experience,  I  think,  must  be  that  of  every  other  amateur  genealogist  wherever  he 
lives. 

At  first,  I  thought  of  asking  you  to  print  in  the  Directory  a  list  of  the  names  and  addresses 
of  the  professional  genealogists,  arranged  topographically,  but,  on  re-consideration,  I  believe 
I  have  fathomed  the  objections  which  must  have  prevented  you  from  taking  that  course  before 
now.  They  should  be  obvious  to  the  thoughtful. 

What,  however,  I  would  ask  you  to  do  is  to  open,  at  your  Editorial  Office  at  Walton-on- 
Thames,  A  REGISTER  OF  PROFESSIONAL  GENEALOGISTS.  Invite  them  to  send  you,  say, 
a  dozen  copies  or  more  of  a  short  statement  setting  forth  their  qualifications,  usual  fees 
and  the  district  in  which  they  are  prepared  to  work  without  charging  travelling  expenses. 
To  make  my  meaning  quite  clear,  a  professional  genealogist  resident  in  York  would  be 
prepared  to  work  in  York  without  charging  travelling  expenses,  or,  if  he  were  asked  to  work 
in  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  would  charge  only  these  expenses  from  York  to  Newcastle,  return, 
which  would  be  much  cheaper  than  employing  a  professional  resident  in,  say,  Edinburgh,  to 
make  investigations  at  Newcastle. 

Every  one  of  the  numerous  professional  genealogists,  whether  resident  in  London,  the 
Provinces  or  abroad,  would  at  once  realise  that  the  inclusion  of  his  name,  etc.,  in  such  a 
manuscript  register  would  mean  many  more  applications  for  research  work,  so  you  should 
have  no  difficulty  in  compiling  an  exhaustive  list  in  the  course  of  a  few  months. 

The  contributors  to  the  Directory  who  wished  to  avail  themselves  of  the  Register  of 
Professionals  would  send  you  a  letter  stating  the  district  in  which  they  wanted  to  employ 
assistance.  Naturally  the  respecters  of  the  ordinary  courtesies  of  life  would  enclose  a  stamped, 
addressed  envelope  for  your  reply.  To  these  you  would  reply  by  enclosing  one  of  the 
duplicated  statements  mentioned  above,  which  would  give  the  inquirer  the  name  and  address 
of  the  local  man  to  whom  they  themselves  should  write. 

Though  I  am  afraid  this  will  give  you,  an  already  over-worked  Editor,  still  more  work 
for  which  you  personally  will  not  see  a  brass  farthing  in  exchange,  may  I  point  out  that  there 
would  be  no  need  for  you  to  write  any  letter  with  the  above-mentioned  enclosure,  and  you 
would  undoubtedly  earn  the  thanks  of  hundreds  besides  myself  ? 

It  would  be  understood,  of  course,  that  the  giving  of  a  professional's  name  should  be 
no  voucher  on  your  part  for  the  bona  fides  of  that  professional,  though  naturally,  if  you  had 
several  complaints,  you  would  remove  the  name  of  the  offender  from  the  Register,  accepting 
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no  legal  responsibility  for  the  inclusion,  deletion  or  non-inclusion  of  any  professional 
genealogist's  name.  After  the  Register  has  been  in  existence  for  a  year  or  two  any  amateur 
genealogist,  who  employs  the  services  of  a  professional  without  first  having  the  sense  to  send 
you  an  inquiry  as  to  whether  the  name  of  that  professional  is  on  the  Register,  has  only 
himself  to  blame  if  he  finds  later  that  he  is  in  the  hands  of  one  of  the  "  black  sheep  "  whose 
existence  we  all  deplore  and  can  none  of  us  (I  write  of  those  who  really  have  any  inside 
knowledge  of  the  subject)  deny. 

Amateur  genealogists  who  applied  to  you  in  this  manner  would  know  that  their  names 
and  addresses  would  not  be  divulged  to  the  professional  genealogists.  As  you  may  know, 
one  of  the  chief  reasons  why  many  amateurs  do  not  ask  a  professional  what  his  fee  would  be 
for  a  certain  search  is  that  they  are  frightened  of  being  pestered  with  offers  of  professional 
assistance  for  ever  afterwards  in  season  and  out  of  season. 

Personally  I  cannot  see  how  any  genealogist  who  really  has  the  cause  of  genealogy  at 
heart  can  object  to  the  above  scheme.  Should  you  find  that  any  professional  genealogist 
does  object  to  it,  you  will  have  in  that  objection  good  evidence  that  his  is  one  of  the  names 
which  it  would  be  better  not  to  include  in  the  Register. 

Before  closing  this  already  long  letter  permit  me  to  add  that  by  the  term  "  professional 
genealogist "  I  designate  all  those  who  make  genealogical  searches  for  which  they  charge 
fees,  exclusive  of  the  Officers  at  the  various  Colleges  of  Arms,  who  must  be  regarded  as  a 
class  apart.  Their  names  are  to  be  found  by  anyone  easily  on  inquiry,  their  services  are  to 
be  considered  as  always  beyond  reproach,  and  there  is  therefore  no  need  for  the  inclusion  of 
their  names  in  the  contemplated  Register. 

If  you  approve  of  the  scheme  I  have  outlined,  please  publish  this  letter  in  the  Second 
Supplement  to  the  Directory,  and  I  am  certain  you  will  find  that  the  idea  will  be  welcomed 
by  all  earnest  genealogists,  both  amateur  and  professional,

[Mr.  Osmond's  letter  is  one  of  the  many  which  have  been  written  to  me  on  the  same  subject.  One 
American  contributor  suggested  that  application  should  be  made  to  the  local  genealogical  society  before  placing 
any  work  in  the  hands  of  a  professional  genealogist.  Unfortunately,  in  Great  Britain  we  have  no  local 
genealogical  societies  as  in  America. 

Before  printing  Mr.  Osmond's  letter,  I  have  submitted  it  to  about  a  dozen  of  the  leading  genealogists,  both 
amateur  and  professional.  The  verdict  of  the  majority  is  "  An  excellent  idea. "  In  this  verdict  I  concur. 
The  only  part  of  the  scheme  that  does  not  appeal  to  me  is  the  suggestion  that  I  should  be  the  custodian  of  the 
Register.  I  would  rather  that  a  Committee  of  Expert  Amateurs  had  the  moral  responsibility  of  excluding  the 
"black  sheep,"  of  whose  existence  I  have  had  recently  many  proofs.  Pending  the  formation  of  such  a 
Committee,  I  am  willing  to  act  in  accordance  with  Mr.  Osmond's  suggestions,  but  it  must  be  on  the  distinct 
understanding  that  not  a  single  letter,  explanatory  or  otherwise,  is  added  to  my  already  heavy  correspondence. 
I  ask  contributors  kindly  to  note  this  and  to  understand  if  I  do  not  reply  to  letters  on  the  subject,  except  to 
the  extent  of  sending  the  name,  address,  etc.,  of  a  professional  genealogist  (on  the  Register)  to  those  who 
definitely  state  the  district  in  which  they  require  searches  made. — C.A.B.]

THE    QUAKER    RECORDS    AT    DEVONSHIRE    HOUSE 

To  the  Editor  of  the  I.  G.  Directory. 
Dear  Sir, 

To  those  of  your  readers  who,  in  their  genealogical  research,  have  come  upon  the 
Quakers,  or  who  may  think  that  perhaps  their  missing  links  are  to  be  found  among  the 
archives  of  that  body,  it  may  be  of  interest  to  know  that  in  the  Friends'  Reference  Library  at 
Devonshire  House,  12  Bishopsgate  Without,  London,  E.G.,  there  is  a  very  large  amount  of 
information  relating  to  the  religious  Society  of  Friends. 

The  Transcripts  of  records  of  births,  marriages  and  burials,  reaching  back  to  the  middle 
of  the  seventeenth  century,  have  received  attention  at  the  hands  of  Josiah  Newman,  F.R. 
Hist.S.  (See  "  Some  Special  Studies  in  Genealogy,"  part  2.),  but  in  addition  to  these  the 
Friends'  Reference  Library  possesses  a  wealth  of  historical  material  covering  the  whole  period 
of  the  Society's  operations — two  and  a  half  centuries.  The  collection  of  books  and  MSS. 
preserved  here  has  been  gradually  accumulating  since  1673,  and  now  consists  of  some 
28,000  printed  tracts  and  books,  and  about  13,500  original  MSS. 

Much  has  been  accomplished  towards  making  this  mass  of  information  available  for 
purposes  of  research  but  much  remains  to  be  done.  A  valuable  portion  of  the  Library 
consists  of  volumes  of  family  history  published,  or  privately  printed,  or  in  manuscript,  relating 
to  Friends  on  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic.  The  original  MS.  of  the  "  Journal  of  George  Fox" 
is  deposited  in  the  Library,  and  among  original  letters  are  many  dealing  with  early  days  in 
Pennsylvania  and  other  portions  of  the  New  World  colonised  by  Quakers. 

The  Library  is  open  for  purposes  of  research  under  certain  conditions  during  ordinary 
business  hours.

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AN    APPEAL 

To  Each  Contributor — from  the  Editor. 
Dear  Sir,  or  Madam, 

In  a  science  so  widely  extended  as  Genealogy,  the  students  of  which  are  spread  over  the 
four  quarters  of  the  globe,  it  cannot  be  denied  that  we  have  many  members  among  us  of  rank 
and  opulence,  neither  can  it  be  concealed  that,  among  the  many  who  have  ranged  themselves 
under  its  banners,  there  are  some  who,  perhaps  from  circumstances  of  unavoidable  calamity 
and  misfortune,  are  reduced  to  the  lowest  ebb  of  poverty. 

The  above  sentence  is  a  quotation  which  I  have  adapted  slightly.  It  expresses  admirably 
in  sonorous  old  terms  a  truth  which  I  am  anxious  to  bring  home  to  the  wealthy  among  us. 
If  you,  the  reader  of  this  letter,  are  in  comfortable  circumstances,  you  are  able  to  spend 
money  freely  on  those  works  of  reference  which  are  indispensable  to  you  in  the  pursuit  of 
your  hobby,  whilst  the  poor  are  being  crippled  continually  through  the  lack  of  the  "  sinews 
of  war.  "  Their  cause  is  the  one  I  am  now  pleading,  not,  I  can  assure  you,  from  any 
mercenary  or  other  unworthy  motives. 

It  is  a  fact  which  may  be  difficult  for  many  of  the  wealthy  among  us  to  realise — but 
nevertheless  it  remains  a  fact — that  even  the  price  of  the  Directory  (Second  Edition)  and  its 
two  Supplements,  viz.  18/5  in  all,  is  beyond  the  means  of  many  who  would  wish  to  avail 
themselves  of  its  assistance  in  their  researches. 

This  is  doubly  to  be  regretted  as,  not  only  are  they  deprived  of  the  help  which  the  work 
might  afford  them,  but  also  we — the  contributors  to  the  Directory — lose  the  benefit  of  their 
co-operation.

It  is  no  exaggeration  to  state  that,  in  Great  Britain  alone,  there 
are  quite  30,000  persons  interested  in  Genealogy,  Heredity,  Heraldry  and  Topography,  and 
yet  three  years'  unremitting  labour  has  resulted  in  only  about  5  °/0  to  8  °/0  of  these  being 
brought  into  co-operation  with  us. 

It  is  impossible  to  reduce  the  price  of  the  work,  unless  some  wealthy  genealogist  is 
prepared  to  make  a  free  gift  of  the  cost  of  the  advertising,  circularising  or  printing  incurred 
in  the  production  of  one  of  the  Supplements. 

However,  let  me  hasten  to  add  that  that  is  by  no  means  what  I,  as  Editor  and  Publisher 
of  it,  would  desire  or  permit.  It  is  a  work  which  I  take  a  pride  in  producing  by  myself ;  nor 
do  I  think  that  the  reduction  of  the  price  by  a  shilling  or  two  is  sufficient  to  make  the  difference. 

What  I  do  consider  would  solve  the  difficulty  is  to  get  the  work  into  the  Free  Libraries, 
of  which  there  are  thousands  in  this  country  and  the  United  States. 

These  libraries,  I  find  by  experience,  have  not  the  funds  to  buy  works  of  this  nature  but 
are  quite  willing  and  anxious  to  receive  them  as  gifts.  If  I  were  a  wealthy  man,  I  would 
send  willingly,  in  the  cause  of  genealogy,  free  copies  of  the  Second  Edition  and  its  Supple- 
ments to  every  library  where  they  would  be  available  for  those  genealogists  who  cannot 
afford  to  purchase  them. 

Unfortunately,  I  am  not  a  millionaire,  therefore  I  must  appeal  to  the  wealthier  genea- 
logical students  to  aid  me  in  distributing  free  copies  among  the  British  and  American  Free 
Libraries,  of  which  I  have  a  list. 

The  price  of  one  set  of  the  Second  Edition  and  its  two  Supplements  is,  as  stated  above, 
18/5.  The  price  of  two  sets  is  therefore  36/10.

Messieurs  et  tres  honores  Collegues, 

Les  fondateurs  de  la  C.  I.  H.  avaient  1'intention  d'envoyer  annuellement,  si  possible,  une 
circulaire  aux  membres  de  la  Societe,  afin  de  les  tenir  au  courant  de  la  marche  de  1' Association  et  de 
1'etat  de  ses  travaux.  Mais  les  difficultes  multiples  inherentes  a  toute  organisation  Internationale 
nouvelle  se  sont  egalement  fait  sentir  chez  nous,  aussi  avons-nous  prefere  nous  en  tenir  a  la  publica- 
tion dans  les  diverses  Revues  armoriales,  des  communications  relatives  a  notre  Societe. 

Celles-ci  se  sont  bornees,  jusqu'ici,  a  deux  notices  donnant,  1'une,  le  but  de  la  "  Convention" 
ainsi  que  la  composition  de  son  Comite  fondateur,  —  1'autre,  les  Lois  heraldiques  selon  Gheusi,  avec 
leur  traduction  allemande,  due  a  notre  Collegue,  Mr.  le  Capitaine  Baron  Maximilien  Raitz  von  Frentz, 
chevalier  de  Malte. 

Les  organes  qui  ont  ete  obligeamment  mis  a  notre  disposition  sont  :  1'Annuaire  du  Conseil 
Heraldique  de  France  a  Paris,  la  "  Rivista  Araldica  "  a  Rome,  les  Revues  des  Societes  "  Herold  "  a 
Berlin  et  "  St.  Michael "  a  Bamberg,  les  "  Archives  Heraldiques  Suisses  "  a  Zurich  et  "  1' International 
Genealogical  Directory  "  a  Walton-on-Thames  pres  Londres. 

Pour  ce  qui  concerne  les  affaires  courantes,  generates  et  administratives,  de  la  C.  I.  H.,  leur 
expedition  est  assuree  par  le  Conseil  de  Direction,  compose  actuellement  du  President  et  du  Vice- 
Chancelier. 

Bien  que  deux  ans  se  soient  passes  depuis  la  fondation  de  la  "  Convention  Heraldique  ",  la 
periode  ecoulee  doit  etre  consideree  comme  essentiellement  constitutive.  Elle  a  neanmoins  ete  utilisee 
a  de  nombreux  echanges  de  vues  tant  avec  des  Societaires  de  la  Convention  qu'avec  des  Membres 
d'autres  associations  heraldiques. 

Les  reponses  parvenues  au  Comite  sur  la  question  des  Regies  du  Blason  tendent  toutes  a  1'accep- 
tation  des  Lois  de  Gheusi.  Par  contre,  celles-ci  ont  ete,  dans  une  seance  de  la  Societe  "  Herold  ", 
1'objet  d'une  discussion  sur  laquelle  nous  aurons  1'occasion  de  revenir. 

La  conclusion  d'un  accord  base  sur  1'adoption  d'un  texte  formel  de  Regies  armoriales  fixes, 
semble  a  votre  Conseil  former  une  tache  qu'il  est  preferable  de  terminer  avant  d'etendre  le  champ 
d'action  de  la  Societe  et  de  passer  aux  questions  dont  1'etude  eventuelle  a  ete  prevue.  Afin  d'obtenir 
1'avis  de  tous  les  milieux  heraldiques,  il  faudrait  que  les  lois  de  Gheusi  fussent  traduites  dans  les 
diverses  langues  representees  dans  la  Convention  ;  il  est  toutefois  a  prevoir  que  ce  travail  ne  sera  pas 
execute  avant  quelque  temps  encore. 


Par  1'intermediaire  du  Vice-Chancelier,  la  Convention  s'est  interessee  a  1'ceuvre  entreprise  par 
notre  collegue  M.  Ch.  A.  Bernau  a  Walton-on-Thames :  la  publication  d'un  "  Repertoire  genealo- 
gique  international "  (International  Genealogical  Directory). 

Le  but  de  cet  ouvrage  est  de  creer  un  moyen  de  correspondance  directe  entre  genealogistes 
(amateurs  ou  professionnels).  Le  Repertoire  est  divise  en  quatre  parties  essentielles  :  * 

La  premiere  donne  la  liste  des  personnes  qui  se  sont  inscrites  comme  s'occupant  de  genealogie. 

La  deuxieme  contient  les  noms  des  families  faisant  1'objet  de  recherches  genealogiques  de  la 
part  de  personnes  mentionnees  dans  la  lre  partie. 

La  troisieme  est  reservee  aux  demandes  complementaires  ou  plus  detaillees  (questions  heraldi- 
ques, historiques,  numismatiques,  biographiques,  etc.)  sur  les  families  en  cause  ou  sur  certains  de  leurs 
membres. 

Quant  a  la  quatrieme  partie,  son  but  est  de  donner  un  etat  des  diff  erentes  societes  genealogiques- 
heraldiques  ainsi  que  des  ouvrages  parus  sur  des  sujets  rentrant  dans  la  sphere  du  Directory. 

Celui-ci  a  ete  public  en  deux  editions  (1907  et  1909)  et  la  seconde  a  deux  supplements  dont  le 
dernier  paraitra  au  commencement  de  1910.  Chaque  edition  contient  les  noms  de  plus  de  1380 
correspo  ndants. 

*  Ce  mode  de  division  a  ete  applique  a  la  I"  edition.  Pour  la  2a',  les  trois  premieres  parties  ont  ete  reunies  en  une 
seule,  rendue  des  plus  faciles  a  consulter,  grace  a  une  excellente  table  alphabetique.  Les  parties  4-6  n'ont  pu  etre  com- 
prises dans  la  2de  edition  et  figurent  dans  les  supplements. 
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Tandis  que  les  deux  editions  (redigees  en  anglais)  etaient  destinees  aux  lies  Britanniques,  aux 
pays  du  nord  de  1'Europe,  aux  Etats-Unis  et  au  Canada,  une  troisieme  edition  s'etendant  au  reste  de 
1'Europe,  avait  ete  projetee.  Malheureusement  M.  Bernau,  qui  s'est  livre  pendant  des  annees  a  un 
travail  intense,  a  vu  sa  sante  ebranlee  par  le  surmenage  et  a  la  suite  d'une  maladie  prolongee,  un 
repos  complet  lui  a  ete  prescrit.  Notre  Collegue  s'est  ainsi  trouve  oblige  de  renoncer,  pour  le  moment 
du  moins,  a  preparer  la  3e  edition.  En  souhaitant  un  prompt  et  complet  retablissement  a  M.  Bernau 
nous  regrettons  d'autant  plus  sa  retraite  qu'il  avait  ete  question  de  fonder  eventuellement  une 
"  Association  Genealogique  et  Heraldique  Internationale  "  dont  le  Repertoire  cut  ete  1'organe.  Un  Comite 
s'etait  constitue  au  sein  de  la  C.  I.  H.  pour  etudier  de  pres  la  proposition,  de  meme  que  celle  d'une 
participation  de  FAssociation  projetee  au  prochain  "  Congres  universel  des  Sciences  auxiliaires  de 
1'Histoire"  qui  aura  lieu  a  Londres  en  1913. 

Nous  serons  peut-etre  a  meme  de  reprendre  en  son  temps  ce  dernier  point  devant  la 
"  Convention  ". 


Votre  Conseil  tient  encore  a  dire  ici,  que  si  elle  fait  peu  parler  d'elle,  la  C.  I.  H.  n'en  existe  pas 
moins  et  ne  reste  pas  inactive.  Lui  meme  voue  a  la  Societe  son  entiere  sollicitude  et  porte  toujours  le 
plus  vif  interet  a  toutes  les  questions  qui  se  rapportent  directement  ou  indirectement  au  but  de  la 
"  Convention",  et  c'est  avec  plaisir  qu'il  continuera  a  donner  aux  membres  de  la  Societe,  pour  autant 
que  ceci  sera  en  son  pouvoir,  les  renseignements  qu'ils  pourront  demander  sur  des  sujets  heraldiques. 
Les  suggestions  qui  lui  seront  presentees  concernant  le  programme  de  la  C.  I.  H.  se  verront  de  meme 
examinees  avec  la  plus  grande  attention. 

Nous  tenons  aussi  et  surtout  a  ce  que  notre  Association  ne  porte  aucun  prejudice  aux  autres 
Societes  heraldiques.  L'accord  que  nous  desirerions  voir  s'etablir  entre  tous  les  cercles  heraldiques 
constitue  un  travail  de  longue  haleine.  Nous  devons  nous  armer  de  patience  comme  de  perseverance 
pour  le  mener  a  bonne  fin. 

Notre  Convention  est  un  essai  d'entente  Internationale  sur  le  terrain  heraldique  ;  elle  forme  un 
groupement  d'amis  sinceres  du  Blason,  epris  de  tout  ce  que  celui-ci  renferme  de  Poesie  et  d' Ideal. 

L'ceuvre  que  nous  avons  commencee,  nos  successeurs  1'acheveront,  ils  recolteront  la  ou  nous 
ensemencons. 

La  qualite  de  membre  de  notre  Societe  ne  comporte  aucune  obligation  ;  Padhesion  est  essen- 
tiellement  une  marque  de  sympathie  donnee  a  notre  entreprise  et  signifie  1'acceptation  de  son 
programme,  un  appui  scientifique  ou  purement  moral  prete  a  1'accomplissement  de  la  tache  que  nous 
nous  sommes  tracee. 

Nous  rappelons  encore  que  le  nombre  des  Societaires  de  la  C.  I.  H.  est  limite  et  que  1'Association 
a  un  caractere  prive  et  restreint.
